from reliable sources, 
we are satisfied 


that the railroad company will be jus- 
tified in refusing to accept the location 
selected for their depot.

stand that both 
Senator 
Jonks 
and 


his general 
mauager 
Colonel 
Jack- 


son have given assurance 
that if evi- 


dence of trickery in the depot location 
can be obtained, tbey willrefuse to ac- 
cept the property and leave the ring to 
get rid of tbe land they have purchased 
and 
bonded 
as 
best 
they can. We 


presume 
no difficulty will be 
en- 


countered 
in securing all the evidence
